Wherever a flag has floated or legions have moved to 
battle the Irish have drawn their swords. 
They have fought 
in every war of consequence for the past thousand years. 
It 
has been due to their reckless courage that thirty nations have 
won in battle. But he has lost his own battles while winning 
victories for all other nations. 
His native sod is today dra­ 
gooned by aliens, and the flag of the hated Saxon floats from 
his castle walls. 
Mutinies, murders, and massacres have suc­ 
ceeded one another in tragic succession; the soil of Ireland has 
been soaked in the blood of countless rebellions; the roll of 
Ireland’s heroes is still covering his harp with the wild, woven 
flowers he strikes to the numbers of Erin Go Bragh.

Novel Canes In the Courts. 


New York Times: 
A suit for divorce by E. J. Nunn 
against Alice Nunn was predicated 
upon a charge of wilful desertion 
and relief was denied by the circuit 
court on the theory that the separa­ 
tion of plaintiff from defendant was 
by mutual consent. It appeared from 
the testimony that the defendant, a 
naiden school teacher about 40 years 
of age, was married to plaintiff in 
Australia in 1913, and came wilh 
him to this country. They fiually set­ 
tled on a ranch. Ranch life did not 
apparently satisfy the temperament 
of the lady, who in 1916 left plain­ 
tiff and went, against his wishes, to 
Canada to teach school, with 
the 
avowed intention of not returning. 
When she left, plaintttf assisted her 
to the station with her* baggage. 
Chief Justice McBryde of the su­ 
preme court of Oregon, in reversing 
the decree (Nunn v. Nunn, 178 Pa­ 
cific Reporter, 986), says: 
“So far as persuasion went, plain­ 
tiff did his part and it was but 
good manners to help her with ber 
trunks to the station when he found 
she was determined to go, and ibis 
act should not be construed to im­ 
ply consent to the separation. *£he 
law does not require that a man 
shall use physical force to detain 
his wife, or to protest to the iron 
heavens against her going, in order 
that the separation shall not 
be 
deemed collusive. It seems reasonably 
certain that no persuasion or objec­ 
tion on the plaintiff's part would 
have prevented her going, and that 
he never consented to it, but on the 
contrary* remonstrated against it. 
The defendant went after abe was 
honestly asked to remain; she went 
without the intention of# returning, 
and it is evident that she will not 
return. Under these circumstances. 


plaintiff ought not to be hampered 
in the transaction of his business, or 
the transfer of his real property, for 
the balance of his life, simply be­ 
cause he submitted to the inevitable 
like a gentleman.’* 


The supreme court of Michigan 
considers what It calls “the interest­ 
ing and meritorious question in the 
case as to the rule of conduct’’ of 
one In control of an automobile to­ 
ward a social guest, in the gratui­ 
tous service that was being rendered. 
Roy v. Kern, 175 N. W. 475. Appel­ 
ant contended that he was bound 
only to refrain from intentional in­ 
jury or gross negligence, which is 
the equivalent of intention. It was 
said the question was a new one in 
Michigan, but the court quotes the 
following from Avery v. Thompson, 
117 Me. 120, 103 Atl. 4, L. R. A. 
1918D 205, as stating the correct 
rule as to a guest: 
“The thing undertaken was the 
transportation of the guest in the 
defendant’s automobile. The act it­ 
self involved some danger, because 
the 
instrumentality 
is 
commonly 
known 
to 
be 
a 
machine 
of 
tremendous power, high speed and 
quick action. AH these elements may 
be supposed to have been in the con­ 
templation of the guest -when she 
{accepted the invitation. In a sense 
! she may be said to have assumed 
'the risks ordinarily arising 
from 
those elements, provided the ma­ 
chine is controlled and managed by 
a reasonably prudent man, who will 
not by his own want of due care 
increase their danger or subject the 
guest to a newly created danger. In 
other words, we concieve the true 
rule to bo that the gratuitous under­ 
taker shall be mindful of the lire 
and limb of his guest and shall not 
unreasonably expose her to addition­ 
al peril."
